“Whole Child” Development Philosophy 
Blamed For Growing Fringe Courses 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 
“In recent communications your 
correspondent Karl !laartz is quite 
exercised that the taxpayers in 
this town should be made to pay 
for high school driving lessons 
under the guise of education. | 
don’t understand his leyalistic 
objections but perhaps I can ex- 
alain how such activities become 
etitas in the school budgets of 
our fair Commonwealth. 
“Underlying the great expan- 
sion of non-academic activities 
is the concept, long since ac- 
cepted by most of our educators, 


that the schools should control 
the development of the whole 
child. Once the idea of total 


education is adopted, only the 
stratosphere is the limit. 

“*Anyone who, in this day and 
age, fails to see the light from 
this point of view is regarded by 
our educators as an antedeluvian 
fuddyduddy deserving only of their 
compassionate condescension. 
And if fringy activities are 
developed at the expense of 
academic excellence, that is the 
price we have to pay for the pre- 
valence of the new philosophy. 

“What are the mechanics of 
getting such an activity accepted 
as a permanent and growing part 
of an ever-expanding school 
program? The procedure has some 
of the elements of a play. In our 
little drama there are three 
parties: a covetous minority, an 
authoritarian school committee 
and a helpless majority. These 
adjectives need explaining. 

The first party is any group of 
parents who want a ‘free’ service. 
This means they want it without 
wanting to pay for it; they want it 
at public expense. | know of only 
three ways to acquire wealth or 
its equivalent. One is to earn it; 


this is common without being 
Another is to steal it 


»opul ar, 
ib those who earned it, but this 
is illegal. The third and in- 
creasingly popular way is to take 
it away legally from those who 
earned it. This is accomplished 
through legally constituted bodies 
at all zovernmental levels. 

“The second party is any 
Massachusetts school committee, 
all of which are imbued by this 
state with autocratic powers. Karl

Most of the 
Library staff will be at maximum 
salary after this year. 

Repairs are up $1,756 over last
